Mo re mo ney spent o n public wo rks, the Co mmittee ex plained, 
adds to the demand fo r cement, steel, lumber, iro n, and hundreds 
o f o ther co mmo dities—sho v els, trucks, cement-mix ers, o ffice sup­ 
plies. architect’s plans, and all the rest. 
Fo r this reaso n, no t all 
the mo ney that is spent o n a lo cal jo b go es into lo cal pay env e­ 
lo pes. 
Much o f the mo ney go es to increase wages in numero us 
industries thro ugho ut the co untry . 
Of still wider impo rt is the fact that nearly all these wages 
are pro mptly spent fo r sho es, hats, apples, radio s, newspapers, 
mo v ie tickets, and co untless o ther things that make up a ty pical 
family budget. 
Ev ery bo dy in Detro it kno ws that. 
As so o n as 
Fo rd emplo y s ten tho usand mo re men, the cash registers ring in 
mo re business fo r ev ery bo dy . 
It is impo sible to add many men 
to the pay ro lls o f any industry witho ut helping to sustain emplo y ­ 
ment in v irtually ev ery o ther industry . 
Fo r ex ample, there is no way o f spending $3 ,000,000 o n the 
pro po sed po st-o ffice building in Bo sto n, witho ut to so me ex tent 
increasing the demand fo r supplies, and co nsequently the demand 
fo r labo r, in a hundred o ther cities. 
Mo reo v er, if the men who want to wo rk o n highway s, har­ 
bo rs, parks, public buildings, and dams find emplo y ment in 
these v o catio ns, they are no t cro wding their way into o ther 
already o v ercro wded v o catio ns. 
That is a help to all classes 
o f wo rkers. 
Ev ery bo dy can’t dig ditches. That is true. 
But ev ery bo dy is 
better o ff when tho se who want to dig ditches can find ditches to
